On  July  16,  business  and  civic  leaders  of  this  area  joined  educators  in  paying  tribute  to  Bethel  College 
at  a  recognition  luncheon  co-sponsored  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  South  Bend  and  the  Committee  of 
100  of  South  Bend  and  Mishawaka.  It  was  held  in  the  social  room  of  the  new  ladies'  residence  hall  on 
Bethel's  campus.  The  purpose  was  to  give  local  people  an  opportunity  to  extend  greetings  to  Rev.  R.  P. 
Pannabecker,  newly  elected  President  of  the  College. 

All  members  of  the  Administrative  staff  of  Bethel  and  all  department  heads  were  guests  of  the  sponsor- 
ing organizations.  Plans  for  the  luncheon  were  handled  by  Kenneth  Burch,  General  Manager  of  the  South 
Bend  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Lee  McBride,  meetings  Committee  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  100; 
Clarence  Harding,  Publics  Relations  Director  of  the  South  Bend  Tribune;  John  Lamey  and  Ray  Pannabecker 
of  Bethel  College.  The  official  name  of  the  meeting  was  the  "Bethel  College  Recognition  Luncheon." 
This  was  the  first  time  the  two  sponsoring  organizations  had  ever  joined  forces  for  such  an  enterprise. 

D.  Paul  Huffman,  Elkhart  business  man  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Bethel  gave  the 
invocation.  The  Varsity  Quartette  of  the  College  sang  a  few  numbers  and  were  received  very  enthusiastically 
by  all  in  attendance.  Orlan  Golden  and  Seth  Rohrer  of  the  Board  were  also  in  attendance. 

Seven  Community  leaders  spoke  briefly  in  recognition  of  the  important  role  Bethel  was  playing  in  commun- 
ity development  and  welcomed  Rev.  Pannabecker  to  his  new  position. 

President  Pannabecker  gave  the  main  address  in  which  he  outlined  both  the  background  and  objectives 
of  the  U.  M.  C.  and  Bethel  College.  One  statement  from  his  address  was  quoted  verbatim  by  the  South  Bend 
Tribune,  "Spiritual  leadership  is  the  only  real  reason  we  have  for  existing."

Our  ideas  of  a  Christian  College  must  vary  according  to  our  own  desires  and  goals,  but  we 
can  all  unite  with  Charles  Wesley  when  he  said:  "Unite  the  pair  so  long  disjoin'd,  knowledge 
and  vital  piety." 

At  Bethel  College  we  strive  for  two  basic  achievements.  First,  and  rightly  foremost,  we  want 
to  see  our  students  grow  great  souls.

The  student  pastor  program,  having 
successfully  completed  its  third  year,  is 
open   only  to  senior  mini  steriai  students. 
Each  candidate  is  required  to  serve  ten 
hours  weekly,  v/ithout  renumeration,  in  a 
church  mutually  arranged  for  by  the 
pastor  and  Bethel  College.  Three  hours 
of  college  credit  are  given  each  semester 
for  this  practical,  full  year  course. 

The  prospective  pastors  are  placed 
under  the  direction  of  ministers,  with  at 
least  five  years  of  experience,  who  accept 
the  responsibility  of  designing  activities 
to  familiarize  the  students  with  church 
procedure.  This  often  includes  assisting 
in  funerals,  weddings,  communion  services, 
and  other  important  aspects  of  the  total 
church  program.  The  assignments  cover  a 
broad  area  by:  observation,  preparation, 
visitation,  preaching,  and  teaching.  Bi- 
weekly activity  reports  are  filed  with 
Reverend  R.  P.  Pannabecker,  who  super- 
vises the  entire  program.  Mr.  Pannabecker 
meets  with  the  student  pastors  each 
month  in  an  informal  discussion  of  the 
problems  and  rewards  in  their  assignments.
